Senator Simeon Fess Asserts 
Economic Outlook For 
1928 Is Good 


HIGHER WAGES AID 
PROSPERITY ISSUE 


Friendly Relations Between 
Capital And Labor Will 
Mean Better Living

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3. 
A new era 
of friendly relations between capital 
and labor, with the general public 
benefiting by a period of sustained 
prosperity, marks the economic out­ 
look for 1928. Senator Simeon D. 
Fess <R> of Ohio, declared today. 
Fess, a former professor of econo- 
ttoics in an Ohio University, predicted 
the business aspect oi the new year 
t"oiild be featured by a stability of 
prices, a continued high wages scale 
lor labor and general peace in indus­ 
trial relations. 
He based his predic­ 
tions upon the following signs: — 
Three Reasons. 
1 — A movement toward the control 
Of production within the limits of 
trade demands. 
2—Steadily increasing buying power 
of th* people, due to steady employ­ 
m ent at n reasonably h ig h scale of 
Wages. 
3—Better 
understanding 
between 
capital and labor with the govern­ 
ment m aintaining m achinery to m ain­ 
tain this friendly relation. 
As for the movement toward con­ 


trol of production, Fess p ¿lted out j 
th at the cotton crop of 1926 was 18,- 
000.000 bales, which was reduced to 
14,000.000 bales in 1927. 
The 1927

said, 
brought 
its 
producers 
greater returns than the larger 1926 
crop. 
Thr change toward buying power 
for the people. Fess said, was due to 
a growing feeling among employers 
that high wages are necessary to pros­ 
perity for all classes. 
It used to be the theory of busi­ 
ness th at profits were measured by 
the margin between the cost and the 
selling price,” Fess explained. “There­ 
fore business attem pted to increase | 
the margin of profit by beating down 
the cost of production, which always 
affected the wages of labor. 
Quantity of Sales 
Today we have abandoned that 
theory. 
Today business realizes t h a t! 
profits lie in the quantity of sales, 
measured bj' the buying power of the 
people, and th at this buying pow er! 
is due not only to steady employment 
but to a high scale of wages. 
Today 
business looks for its profit to great 
buying power on the part of the peo­ 
ple and America has accepted as a 
sound economic principle, the theory i 
of a high wage scale as promoting 
prosperity.” 
This change of heart on the part , 
ot business, Fess added, has resulted 
in more friendly relations between 
capital and labor. 
Labor looks with more friendly eyes 
on their employers and business real­ 
izes th at its own economic welfare is j 
based on the economic welfare of its 
employes,” said Fess. 
"Consequently 
we have a better feeling of coopera­ 
tion between capital and labor than 
ever before. 
"The government 
is 
m aintaining 
machinery* to sustain 
this 
friendly 
feeling and arbitration is being sub­ 
stituted for the settlem ent of disputes ! 
instead of the old weapons of strikes 
and lockouts.” 
With production limited 
to 
d e - ! 
mands, labor well paid and industrial 
peace assured, Fess concluded, an- ■ 
other year of prosperity lies ahead of 
the American people.
